Gl Forum— “serving” 


the community

The Cinco de Mayo Parade 
has always been a symbol of pride 
for the people of Mexican heri- 
tage who live in San Jose. For 
many years, the San Jose Chap- 
ter of the American GI Forum has 
been the parade’s sponsor and 
custodian. When it was an- 
nounced that sponsorship of the 
parade had been cancelled, but 
that the festival would go on, 
some questioned the sense and 
motivation for such a decision. 

Some even wondered if can- 
celling the parade was an effort 
to “get the party started earlier” 
in order to increase vendor sales. 

The decision to cancel the 
parade, but not the festival, draws 
attention to the methods and prac- 
tices of the GI Forum organiza- 
tion. 

The American GI Forum San 


State Assemblymember

Jose Chapter is the largest Forum 
chapter in the western United 
States. Any honorably discharged 
veteran of the U.S. Armed Forces 
is eligible for membership. (Up to 
25% of the membership can be 
non-veterans) Membership dues 
are $30 per year, which entitles 
the member to attend the annual 
picnic and privileges to the pri- 
vate Club House. 

The GI Forum is a non-profit 
community based organization. 
While the group does not classify 
itself as a political organization, 
it does take positions, “on impor- 
tant issues vital to the betterment 
of our community.” The San Jose 
Chapter sponsors VIDA NUEVA, 
a sober living residency program 
for adult men, located on Quimby 
Road, 

It is a bit ironic, that the Gl 
Forum sponsors a sober living 


residency program, while at the 
same time, operates a full bar on 
its premises. To see the Private 
Club House bar at the GI Forum 
open at 2 o'clock on a weekday 
afternoon, gives “serving the 
community” a whole new mean- 
ing. 

The people tending bar at the 
Private Club House are not vol- 
unteers, but paid staff members. 
Should the citizens of San Jose be 
required, through generous gov- 
ernment loans, to subsidize a li- 
quor bar that operates on week- 
day afternoons? 

According to the city at- 
torney’s office, the GI Forum has 
not made a scheduled payment on 
the legal settlement negotiated 
with the city since September 
2002. Despite this fact, the group 
is allowed to continue to sponsor 
and hold the Cinco de Mayo fes- 


Sacramento - The State As- 
sembly passed legislation (AB 
522) by Assembly-member 
Manny Diaz (D-San Jose) that 
would require cities and coun- 
ties throughout the state to ac- 
cept the Mexican consular iden- 
tification card also known as the 
“Matricula Consular” as an of- 
ficial form of identification in 
California.

tival in San Jose this coming May 
4th. The group was required to pay, 
up front. half of the anticipated 
costs of city services required to 
hold the event. (A check for 
$12,000 has already been received 
by the city) 

The city and the county have 
each previously lent the GI Forum 
$2 million. (The city’s loan is due 
for repayment in July, 2004) Do 
the citizens of San Jose have the 
right to know how $4 million of 
taxpayer money ts being used? A 
call to the San Jose City Auditor’s 
office finds that the San Jose Chap- 
ter of the GI Forum has never been 
audited by the city. The city audi- 
tor has in the past, examined orga- 
nizations outside of the city, but in 
the case of the GI Forum, it could 
only perform an audit at the request 


J of the city council. and only with 


the Gl Forum's consent. But 
shouldn't prior consent to a city 
audit be a condition for any orga- 


Í nization or individual who receives 


the benefit of a sizeable publicly 
funded loan? 

It seems that a citizen of San 
Jose cannot call for the city 
audito ss office to conduct an in- 
vestigation if he or she would like 
an accounting of a given orga- 
nization’s use of public funds. 
Only the city council can request 
such an action. 

One wonders why the city and 
county lent $4 million to an orga- 
nization that boasts of having the 
largest chapter membership in the 
west, and charges its members 
such minimal fees. ($2.50 per 
month) 

If the group has so many mem- 
bers, why are they having such fi- 
nancial difficulty? Why don’t they 
simply raise their membership 
fees? Why must the taxpayers of 
this city and county underwrite this 
organization, an organization that 
pays someone to tend bar on a 
weekday afternoon? 

Rather than paying someone to 
tend bar, wouldn't it be more ben- 
eficial to pay for some local kid's 
tuition?

Diaz 
added. 

AB 522 comes as a product 
of Assembly Concurrent Reso- 
lution 229, which was jointly 
authored by Assemblymembers 
Diaz and Firebaugh last year, 
and received bipartisan support 
in the Assembly. 

The Mexican consular iden- 
tification card contains security 
safeguards designed to prevent 
falsification. It does not prove

México se anotó un punto 
bueno esta semana en materia de 
el respeto a los derechos de los 
trabajadores migrantes no sólo 
mexicanos sino de todo el mundo. 
que salen de su país en busca de 
mejores condiciones de vida. 

La Comisión de Derechos 
Humanos de la Organización de 
las Naciones Unidas aprobó por 
unanimidad una resolución pre- 
sentada por México. por medio de 
la cual se garantiza el respeto a 
los derechos humanos en la lucha 
contra el terrorismo. 

En un comunicado de la Se- 
cretaría de Relaciones Exteriores 
se informó que dentro del marco 
de su 59 período de sesiones ce- 
lebrada el 24 de abril, en Ginebra. 
Suiza. la CDH aprobó la propues- 
ta titulada “Protección de los de- 
rechos humanos y libertades fun- 
damentales en la lucha contra el 
terrorismo”. 

La medida, según el comuni- 


cado, “expresa su profunda preo- 
cupación de la SRE por las ma- 
nifestaciones de violencia. ra- 
cismo, discriminación racial y 
xenofobia contra los migrantes, 
agravados más hacia las mujeres 
y los niños”. Agrega que responde 
también a la preocupación del 
gobierno mexicano por salva- 
guardar los derechos humanos en 
todos los ámbitos. 

Esta propuesta mexicana hace 
más fuerte la obligación de los 
Estados de garantizar que cual- 
quier medida que se asuma para 
combatir el terrorismo esté deli- 
neada por el Derecho internacio- 
nal, especialmente en lo referente 
a los derechos humanos, refugio 
y humanitario. 

La cancillería destacó que la 
entrada en vigor de esta medida 
se dará luego de que más de 20 
países la ratificaron. Señala que 
la propuesta se dio en respuesta a 
la preocupación del gobierno 
mexicano por salvaguardar los 
derechos humanos en todos los 
ámbitos, incluída la lucha contra 
el terrorismo. La Secretaría de 
Relaciones Exteriores indica que 
en sus consideraciones, la dele- 
gación mexicana recordó que la 
Convención es un instrumento 
que permitirá garantizar el respeto 
de los derechos humanos funda- 
mentales de todos los trabajadores 
migratorios y de sus familias, in- 
dependientemente de su condi- 
ción migratoria en el país extran- 
jero en el que radiquen.

California: The two blond 
girls were selling cookies for 
Pacheco Elementary School, in 
San Luis Obispo. California. 
Since | knew that Pacheco was a 
dual-language school, T asked 
them in Spanish how much the 
cookies were. The girls switched 
effortlessly into espanol and gave 
me the information | wanted. Ac- 
tually they gave me more than that 
I needed. 

My question was designed to 
see how well they spoke Spanish. 
They had had three years of dual- 


elish and half in Spanish. Their 
English fluency was typical of 
American girls; their Spanish was 
not quite at the same level but 
good enough to be the envy of any 
of my second-year college Span- 
ish students. Dual-language 
schools, unlike the traditional bi- 
lingual educational programs, 
teach subjects in two languages 
and their goal 1s to develop flu- 
ency in both languages. 
Recently. a bill was intro- 
duced in the California legislature 
that would make every child in the 
state bilingual. The proposal, writ- 


part of the new California Master 
Plan for Education. The imple- 
mentation would occur in phases, 
perhaps over a ten-year period. 
Students would begin the study of 
a foreign language in the elemen- 
tary grades and continue 1t into 
high school, 

California virtually elimi- 
nated bilingual education several 
years ago in favor of an “immer- 
sion” program. Traditional bilin- 
gual education was aimed at 1m- 
migrant kids as a transition me- 
chanism into standard English. Its 
goal was not to develop fluency 


immigrants” kids into English-only 
instruction by avoiding the “sink- 
or-swim” approach. The new plan, 
on the other hand, ts aimed not just 
at immigrant kids but all Califor- 
nia schoolchildren. 

The idea is that in a multi-cul- 
tural state and in a global eco- 
nomy, one language 1s not enough. 
Dual-language schools teach all 
academic subjects in two lan- 
guages. Typically half of the stu- 
dents speak one language at home 
and the other half another. Half of

On May |. people throughout the world 
celebrate International Workers’ Day — ev- 
erywhere, that 1s, except here. where the day's 
roots date back to 1886.

During those strikes. several workers were 
killed in Chicago. The following day. several 
police were killed in the city's Haymarket 
Square by a bomb set off by unknown assail- 
ants. 

The day was declared an international 
holiday in Paris in 1889, commemorating the 
“Haymarket Square martyrs” the trade 
unionists who were subsequently tried for the 
bombing (a sham trial. according to labor tra- 
dition). 

For years. people the world over have 
wondered why workers in this country gen- 
erally don't identify with workers around the 
world and why they don't celebrate the one 
day worldwide that pays tribute to the dig- 
nity, rights and the struggles of the common

worker. 

The conservative response is that class 
divisions in this country are meaningless. The 
American dream ts such that if you work hard 
enough, you too can become a CEO. In this 
country, identifying one's self with the work- 
ers’ movement is tantamount to identifying 
with anarchism, communism or, in post-Sept. 
11-speak, terrorism. In some quarters, iden- 
tifying with the union movement has been so 
demonized that it is on par with subversion 
and treason. 

This may help explain why decidedly 
pro-business (anti-worker) administrations 
can convince workers that policies benefit- 
ing the rich actually benefit poor and work- 
ing families. This is no better exemplified than 
in the case of our current president, whose 
only domestic program (outside of the war 
on terrorism) seems to be a tax cut that most 
economists know benefits the super-rich, ex- 
plodes the deficit and the national debt, and 
does nothing to stimulate the economy. All

families. 

Truly, few administrations in the past 100 
years have been more unabashedly anti-en- 
vironment, anti-consumer, anti-worker and 
anti-civil rights. Yet the president manages 
to cull support from this working sector that, 
for all intents and purposes, should be stag- 
ing another Boston Tea Party or at least 
marching in full force on May Day. 

So how do American presidents success- 
fully manage to keep workers from identify- 
ing with their own interests and with work- 
ers throughout the world? 

A bad educational system that shields stu- 
dents from labor and human rights, and from 
women's, race and ethnic history, may be the 
primary reason. At the same time, wars cer- 
tainly help, but as the president's father 
knows, it's not a guarantee for re-election. Yet 
this is beyond elections. It's about a culture. 


La Columna Vertebral: 
Su estado migratorio en el Internet

La nueva Oficina de Ciuda- 
danía y Servicios Migratorios de 
los Estados Unidos (BCIS por 
sus siglas en inglés) ofrece la po- 
sibilidad de averiguar el estado 
de las solicitudes relacionadas 
con temas de inmigración que se 
encuentran en proceso. Esto 
quiere decir que durante las 24 
horas del día. las personas con 
casos de inmigración. que quie- 
ran saber en qué va su proceso, 
lo pueden averiguar en Internet. 

Hasta hace poco, la única 
forma que había para conocer el 
estado de su caso era a través de 
una línea telefónica, sin em- 
bargo, desde ya usted puede 
buscar el estado de una solicitud 
de beneficios de inmigración 
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presentada en un Centro de Ser- 
vicio de BCIS con el numero de 
recibo de solicitud asignado. 

Este sistema, el cual hace 
parte de un proyecto para rea- 
lizar tramites a través del ciber- 
espacio, por ahora se encuentra 
en su fase inicial, pero en el fu- 
turo facilitara realizar los tra- 
mites a miles de inmigrantes que 
se encuentren en cualquier re- 
gion del pais. 

Segun informacion publica- 
da precisamente en la Internet, 
la primera fase del nuevo sis- 
tema estará disponible a partir 
del 29 de mayo, aunque desde 
ya existe la posibilidad de ave- 
riguar el estado de caso en el si- 
tio de Internet destinado por la 
Oficina de Ciudadanía y Ser- 
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vicios Migratorios. 

El procedimiento para esto 
es muy sencillo. Sólo basta con 
visitar la página del BCIS, buscar 
la sección de “Servicio de Estado 
de Caso en Línea”, digitar en la 
casilla correspondiente el núme- 
ro de recibo de su solicitud, el 
cual consta de 13 caracteres y se 
encuentra en las notificaciones 
de solicitudes que usted ha re- 
cibido del BCIS; y luego debe 
presionar el botón de búsqueda. 

El número de recibo de so- 
licitud es enviado al cliente des- 
pués de que se entrega la so- 
licitud en un Centro de Servicio 
de BCIS. Obviamente si usted no 
tiene su número de solicitud no 
podrá averiguar el estado en el 
que se encuentra su caso. En la 
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página dispuesta para estas ave- 
riguaciones, no se encuentra el 
historial de casos, sólo los casos 
más recientes se pueden conocer. 

La información de estado de 
caso que se encuentra en dicho 
sitio se actualiza regularmente 
durante días laborales de manera 
que si alguna acción es tomada 
en cuanto a su caso, el cambio 
aparece minutos después de que 
la acción se realizó. Tenga en 
cuenta que durante fines de se- 
mana no se toman acciones en 
cuanto a los casos. 

En Internet también se en- 
cuentran los formularios que se 
necesitan para diligenciar su 
petición en relación con el tema 
de inmigración, como por ejem- 
plo los formularios I-90 que se 
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utiliza para reemplazar la tarjeta 
de residencia, y el formulario I- 
765, que se emplea para tramitar 
el permiso de trabajo. 

Es necesario recordar que la 
información personal que se 
procesa con sus documentos no 
aparece en ningún momento pu- 
blicada en el sitio de Internet, 
sólo la información “no atri- 
buible” es decir que no sea de 
tipo personal se puede propor- 
cionar. Ninguna información que 
pueda identificar el nombre del 
cliente o cualquier otra infor- 
mación personal es revelada.

Washington, (EFE).- El pre- 
sidente de la Reserva Federal de 
EE.UU... Alan Greenspan, expresó 
el miércoles ante el Congreso op- 
timismo y cautela sobre la reac- 
tivacion económica de Estados 
Unidos ahora que. aparentemente, 
ha quedado atrás la guerra contra 
Irak. 

El testimonio del jefe del ban- 
co central ante el Comité de Fi- 
nanzas de la Cámara de Represen- 
tantes Inspiró poco entustasmo en 
los inversores y las bolsas no se 
contagiaron de sus comentarios 
“La reactivación no sera ra- 
pida ni estara libre de complica- 
ciones”. reconoció Greenspan.

Recibo preguntas sobre las 
infecciones vaginales constante- 
mente. con historias parecidas a 
la que tú anotas. Me preocupa 
mucho que haya tantas mujeres 
con ese problema y que se estén 
“autorecetando”. sin saber que es 
lo que tienen. 

Las infecciones vaginales 
pueden ser producidas por di 
ferentes Microorganismos como 
la gardnerella vaginalis (bacte- 
ria). la trichomona (protozoo) o 
la cándida albicans (hongo). 
Otras causas son menos fre- 
cuentes como la Neisseria gono- 
rrhoeae (gonorrea). clamidias. 
micoplasmas. estreptococos, Es- 
cherichia coli y estafilococos y 
el herpes virus. 

Las causas más frecuentes de 
infecciones en la mujer son: es- 
trés, debilidad general, mala nu- 
trición, cambios hormonales 

(menopausia, embarazo). irri- 
tación vaginal, duchas vaginales, 
pastillas anticonceptivas. coito, 
tratamientos con antibióticos y 
otros medicamentos que alteran 
la flora normal vaginal. 

La infección vaginal más fre- 
cuente en la mujer es producida 
por un hongo llamado cándida 
albicans, la paciente va a referir 
secreción vaginal (flujo) de color 
blanco amarillento y con forma- 
ción de grumos. Prurito (pica- 
zón) de la vulva con ardor y en- 
rojecimiento de la zona. Los sín- 
tomas suelen aumentar en la 
semana premenstrual. Se pre- 
senta frecuentemente en pacien- 
tes diabéticas y en mujeres en tra- 
tamiento crónico con tetracicli- 
nas para el acné. También en pa- 
decimientos del sistema inmu- 
nológico (de defensa del or- 
ganismo). 

La infección por gardnerella 
(bacteria) tiende a producir una 
secreción blanca, gris o de color 
amarillo turbio, con un olor fé- 
tido o a “pescado” que aumenta 
cuando la secreción se vuelve 
alcalina, como sucede después 
del coito o de lavarse con jabón. 
Puede haber prurito o irritación 
vulvar, pero por lo general no son 
muy pronunciados.
